rather than their removal, asserting 
that they are a holp to the toads.

other than garden loam, crowning it 
to shed water, grading his ditches to 
avoid the usual pools left to soak into 
the road, opening sluices to let the 
water run away from the side ditches, 
he simply cuts the trees down and 
waits for his mud bed to dry up. In 
the course of time it does dry up, and 
then, except during or immediately 
after rains, when it is a mass of mad. 
it is a bed of dust and all summer is 
a hot and stifling desert road, an ex- 
hibit of ignorance and mcompetency. 


"The best preserved country roads 


that have to bear the heavy motor 
traffic of the present day are those 
with ample shade. If a road cannot 
be oiled it needs moisture. The snada. 
except in very dry periods, will retain 
sufficient moisture to preserve the 
elasticity of the road surface. There 
is no danger of mud if the road is 
properly constructed

asphalt or oil, plant some shade trees. 
Make your 
to*vn 
comfortable for 


yourself and your faruilj and so at- 
tractive by its good roads and shady 
ways that the stranger will buy the 
worthless half of yoai faim for twice

"Then the rest of your life j on can 


sell the purchaser anything you rais,e 
on the fertile part of your faim that 
you retained and get employment tot

five years than your place previously 
paid in twenty-five.

To Farm a State's Roads. 


Governor Carroll of Iowa has pro- 


posed that the width of that state's 
roads be cut down from sixty to forty 
feet and that the strips of land thus 
saved be turned over to the farmers 
for cultivation. 
He believes that for- 


ty feet is wide enough for a country 
road, that such a road will be better 
and more easily cared for than the 
wider one and that the twenty extra 
feet now all owed is simply wasted. 
The title to this land, if the plan is 
carried out, naturally vests in the 
owners of land adjoining the roads, as 
the state's right to it is simply for 
highway purposes, so the measure will 
bo popular with farmers. 
It is esti- 


mated that 8,500,000 bushels of corn 
can be added to Iowa's crop and $3 
per capita to her wealth If this land is 
farmed.—Youth's Companion. 


Interest Money Built Roads. 


The county commissioners of Shaw- 


nee county, Kan., have built nearly 
forty miles of good roads with the 
money formerly ased for paying in- 
terest on bonds. 


As rapidly as the bonded debt was 


reduced the money which formerly 
had been used to pay Interest was ex- 
pended on macadam roads. There was 
no additional burden on the taxpayers. 
Instead, the tax levy was decrease 
to most Instances and good roads lead 
into Topekn from nearly every direc- 
tion as a result

Leslie M. Shaw—Big Loan Nego- 
tiated Recently Said to Have Led to 
Difficulty—Closing Not Unexpected

Of 


IXTY-SIX years ago, in a little 
upstairs room, used by a dry 
goods clerk, in St Paul's church 
parish, London, 12 young men 
organized a society for the spir- 
itual improvement of the em- 


ployees ol' the large dry goods housed 
of the British metropolis. 


Today that society, known througn- 


out the world as the "Y. M. C. A.," 
has groi. - to a membership of 900,- 
lu>,', is rejire^mea in 15 countries" of 
the v. orld; has over 8,000 separate so- 
cieties; and owns buildings and i • op- 
ercy valued at considerably more than 
370.000,000. 


In .North America alone, it has over 


3.000 paid secretaries and emploves 
on its rolls devoting their time to its 
maintenance and expansion. 
It has 


branches ftom the Arctic Circle to the 
Cape of Good Indian, the Philippines 
and other ends of the earth. It has 
become a part of the man-building 
force of every important railroad am! 
industrial concern, and the army and 
navy have seen its activities through- 
out their own ranks in all parts of 
the world, and on the bat'lefields of 
Manchuria and elsewhere. 


In the present day of great build- 


ings, 
gymnasiums and 
swimming 


pools, boiling alleys 
and 
billiard 


halls, 
libraries 
and 
educational 


classes, it is difficult to realise the 
small beginnings of the institution 
that has become the foremost a^so 
ciation in the world for the aid of 
young men. If Sir George Williams, 
its founder, or the eleven who joined 
him in its former organization, could 
ba\e foreseen the great ends of their 
work, it is doubtful if they woul.! 
have brought to it the same qualitie- 
of mind that they possessed when it 
was launched. 


Originally, as already indicated, the 


Young Men's Christian 
association 


was a voluntary organization among 
dry goods clerks, for the spiritual im- 
provement of their fellow employes. 
After its organization by 
Williams 


and his associates in 1844, it was for 
some time known as 
the 
Drapers' 


Evangelical association, for want of ? 
better name, and the title well ex- 
pressed its aim and the purpose of its 
organization. 


The athletic and popular features 


of the work are at complete variance 
with the ideas of most of the twelve 
earnest young men who founded the 
original society. Then it was entirely 
a religious movement, and it had not 
been discovered that young men could 
best be interested in religion through 
the activities that 
benefited 
their 


physical and mental bodies, and made 
better manhood. The very idea of an 
athletic contest, or a contest of any 
kind, was abhorrent to manyof those 
who directed the association's early 
activities. 


The United States and Canada have 


only 2,017 of these associations, but 
they embrace a membership of nearly 
500,000; have property valued at more 
than $60,000.000; and have over S", 
000.000 pledged in building funds and 
endowments. The British Isles, where 
the assoctatioh was born und

flourished /have but 130.000 members, 
and ouildings and property worth less 
than $0,000,000

purely from religious motives 
Much 


of its prosperity 
has

been due to the fact that it

"lorn within the heat t ot one young 
man, less than 24 years old; it was 
not a ieady-made movement, offered 
to such joung men as cared to ac- 
cept it. 


Williams was a Christian of 
the 


Martin Luther character 
lie went 


to London at twenty, fell into the 
company of 140 young clerks in the 
dry goods es'nbl'shment of Hitrlu-ock 
& Rogers, and in three years aad 
practically converted the 
establish- 


ment, ire 
the head c. the firm down. 


By 184.) tie had organized a mission- 


ary society and a joung men's so- 
ciety within the store 
In those days 


the clerks of a draper's store lived in 
dormitories provided for them. 
His 


work was so phenomenal that it at- 
tracted 
general 
notice throughout 


London, and it was fnr the ,urpose of 
spreading the movement among the 
clerks of other like establishments 
that the Drapers' Evangelical associa- 
tion, shortly after named the Young 
Men's Christian association, was --- 
ganized by Williams and some OTTI- 
est friends. 


It was not until 1861 that the move- 


ment spread outside London 
Wil- 


iiams himself carried it to Paris, on a 
business trip. A commercial traveler 
took the idea from Paris to Holland; 
a fclerk from one of the London stores 
started a society in Adelaide, Aus- 
tralia, and associations 
sprung 
up 


shortly afterward in Boston, Mon- 
treal, Calcutta and-other cities of the 
world. 


Today the Y. M. C. A. is furnishing 


education for thousands of men. 
It 


keeps 14 secretaries at 
work 
In 


American and European ports to take 
care of Immigrants and emigrants; it 
has immigrant secretaries in four as- 
sociations in the United States. 
In 


Osaka, Japan, the night classes have 
743 students; in St Petersburg there 
are nearly 1.000 students.

lie M. Shaw from the office of secre- 
tary of the treasury he became its

The name of Carnegie as 


applied to the institution attiacted to 
it much attention, but the adoption of 
this name was without Andrew Car- 
negie's authority or approval. It .is 
understood he was not a stockholder 
and not immediately identified with it. 
Mr Shaw's connection with the bank 
ceaeed after a lew months because of 
differences with the other officers of 
the institution. 


It is understood that a year ago the 


institution was in trouble growing out 
of thu tact that one of its chief of- 
ficers, in 
connection 
with a well- 


known banker of Wall street, effected 
a large loan from the company to en- 
able him to bur and consolidate with 
it another institution, but this falling 
through left the Carnegie institution 
with a large amount of funds locked 
up 


The suspension was not unexpected 


In the financial district, and, though 
the pinning of the notice of closing on 
the doors brought a crowd of deposi- 
tors and others having business with 
the inftitution, they gradually melted 
away and there was little to indicate 
that the failure had taken place. The 
suspension caused selling on the stock 
exchange, but the declines were net 
large. Important 
banking interests 


rendered support wherever necessary. 


Announcement was made that the 


Equitable Trust 
company had ab- 


sorbed the Madison Trust 
company 


and that J. P. Morgan & Co. would 
guarantee the deposits of the Nine- 
teenth and Twelfth Ward banks. 


Certain directors in the Carnegie 


company were also directors in the

' cue Prisoners, Charged With Mur- 


der, 
From Italian Officers. 


Viterbo, Italy.—Thirty-two members 


of the Camorra, who have been in 
close confinement for three years, 
wi»rp transferred from Naples to the 
prison here for trial, after a rioting 
mob of relatives and 
sympathizers 


failed to rescue them from the police. 


heavily armed detachments of po- 


lice and carbineers forced back the 
mob with their guns and succeeded in 
effecting 
the 
transfer 
ofrm 
the 


train. 


The men wTere brought 
here to 


stand trial for the murder of James 
Cuocolo, a leading member of the 
band, who had incurred the vengeance 
of the Camorrists for alleged acts of 
treachery. 
Cuocolo's body was found 


on the seashore near Naples in June, 
1906, 
and the mutilated body of his 


wife was discovered shortly 
after- 


ward in a house near by. 


The prisoners descended from the 


car in groups of five chained together. 
They comprised all varieties of the 
social scale from dandy to lazzarone. 
Chief among them was Enrico Alfano, 
better known as Erricone, head of the 
Camorra, who was arrested in New 
York in April, 1907, by Detective Pe- 
trosino. 


The mob, temporarily held in check 


by a show of authority, broke int*o 
cries, shrieks and execrations at sight 
of the prisoners, and attempted to 
break through the lines to get nea.£ 
them, but the carbineers pushed them 
back with their guns.
